complete. It had been a fine success 
and in achieving- that result our 
graduates had not only contributed 
moro than a million dollars but they 
had shown their expression of loyalty 
and devotion was no empty thing, no 
Idle- boast. They demonstrated that 
they were not only willing but able to 
assume the responsibilities and fol- 
low the example of those early bènè- 
factors, those generôus and far-slght- 
cd men, who had made it possible 
for McGill to realize her proud posi- 
tion.

Governors Hear Sir 
Arthur Speaking On 
■University's. Progress 



All Faculties Show Improvement — Lack of Funds Hampers 
Needed Growth — Yearly Income Reduced Due to 



Deficits Made up From Capital— I 
Is of Great Importance to University. 



The annual meeting of the Board of Governors, McGill Uni- 
versity, was held on August 3rd in the board room of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway at Windsor station. Principal Sir Arthur 
Currie's speech -was an important part of the meeting. 

In presenting his annual report, Sir Arthur recalled that on 
the occasion of the .annual meeting last year, the governors sanc- 
tioned a deficit of $364,000,- which in December was revised to 
$357,000.- "As a matter of fact," said the principal, '"the, actual 
deficit was not more than $338,000, so that a saving of $19,000 
more than anticipated was effected. This was only possible by 
e exercise of the closest supervision and the most rigid economy, 
and, possibly, at the loss of some. efficiency.

gant. Luxury prevailed and imen. be- 
came shamefully materially-minded. 
There was more money to spend than 
ever before. Everyone sought to get 
rich quick, and the fever of specula- 
tion became universal.. It was a di- 
sease whose virulus was apparently 
undetected. Experience was cast to 
the winds, certainly no curative' re 
medles were applied. The economic 
doctors were as affected as the pa 
dents, the few who warned went un 
heeded,, ,e.very .'assault on rising prices 
was repulsed." And then .. the storm 
broke. The first breaches were easily 
repaired, bût at a cost. Assault fo! 
lowed assault;.;" until the Inherent 
weakness,of the line gradually hecame 
apparent.

Post-War Conditions 
A Tirh^ Is neither the time nor the 
Place to discuss' the political* and 
econpmic upheavals and dislocations 
experienced throughout the world to 
day.

Mankind' has never 
experienced anything like it hefo 
Our sufferings are greater because 
we have been slow ttf appreciate the 
significance of the trouble and Its 
acuses. We shall suffer all the more 
if wo fail to appreciate the conse 
quences. We thought" tha.t this wa 
only ono of "those brief periods of de- 
pression ' that regularly- come and 
regulàrly go. We were lulled 
false sense of security by the era of

supported institution obtaining funds' 
veatlily but having always to keep an 
eye on the voter, and therefore tend- 
ing to become "a service insiitution, 
dealing with anything and everything 
and, of course, with many things 
superficially," Toronto University, for 
instance, receives more than two and 
a quarter million dollars a year from 
the Government o£ Ontario. 

Can Never Bo Large 
"The second point we must keep in 
mind is tha.t wo cab never >bo a large 
institution as far as numbers aro con- 
cerned. Wo shall always be called 
upon to supply university education 
for the English-speaking people of 
this Province, for many from the 
Maritime Provinces, and for some 
students from other .provinces. Mc- 
Gill now draws a higher percentage 
of these students who lea.ve their na- 
tive provinces for university educa- 
tion elsewhere than any other Can- 
adian' University. But the growth of 
provincial universities, particularly in 
the West,- has been rapid, and I think 
that rapid growth will so continue 
that it will not be long before these 
universities .will have a. larger enroll- 
ment- than we have. The majority of 
students, say, in Saskatchewan, will 
prefer to; go to the University of 
Saskatchewan, because, being a pro- 
vincial institution, the fees will be low, 
and living cheaper. Ninety per cent 
of the students of universities (and 
their , parents) would just as soon 
have a degree' from any - other uni? 
Verslty,- all they. want Is a degree, the 
quality- and 1 - content of the:- degree 
does not ' make "much difference to 
them,' and, in reality,' to ninety per 
cent of 'the 'student body- -It doesrff 
make mii'cii Mffferenco'. '-'-But there re- 
mains tiie ten per cent who In the 
interests of the welfare of our coun- 
try should receive the best university 
education obtainable, It 13 a large 
proportion of that ten per cent that 
want to see coming to McGill. We 
can -only hope to get them If we offer 
Here the best instruction, the greatest 
encouragement, .the. highest inspira- 
tion and ; the finest facilities, labora--. 

tories and libraries ■ , , 

of such , an excellence, that /the,. other 
Seeding Other Universities., 
"I would- like -to- :see our. .'university 
universities in Cana.da would 'look 'to 
us for '-'their eupply of teachers'.: Had 
we McGill graduates in 'ieachîjig po- 
sitions In the. Canadian ■■ universities, 
they would direct the flow' of* brilliant' 
students to their Alma Mater.' Frank- 
ly, we have not staffed the' other uni- 
versities in the past, except' in some 
departments'.

work. This cannot be done In re- 
search institutes; it must be done in 
universities. There, and there only, 
the fundamental training is given, and 
if that fundamental training is strong 
and sound w.e need^not fear for the 
future of research. Research insti- 
tutes cou'.d never even have a begin- 
ning were It not for the universities. 
I put it to you, as business men, that 
universities are even more worthy of 
support for research work than re- 
search foundations. World-wide ex- 
perience emphasizes that .the very 
best student- material is attracted by 
the quality of the research output of 
a university. But the urgent need 
both in our plans for the future de 
velopment of our • Graduate Facultj- 
and for the -furtherance of research is 
for the funds necessary to found 
worth-whili scholarships to tempt the 
very best students to McGill."
